iatereſt of a!l the Chriſtian people in the world. 

He promited in what he ſhould ſay, plainnelle and truth; taking 
notice, that after ſo many changes and turniags as this Nation hath 
laboured under, to have luch a day of hope, and fuch a door of hope 
opened as this, was ſome moneths ſince above all our thoughts, 

That it might have been a matter worthy ſuch a mecting, to have 

remembred them what occaſioned the riſc and firſt beginning of all 
che toffings that have been upon theſe Nations, and to have given 
a ſeries not of the tranſaRtions of men, but of the providences of God 
all along theſe times, and the grounds of the farſt undertaking to 
oppoſe that uſurpation and tyranny which was upon us in our Covils 
and Spiritwals : but ſome reaſons diverted bim from that, as fi;ſt, To 
have procceded after th:t manner would hare taken up the whole 
day; for Gods diipeniations have bcen ſuch, that, as David ſayes in 
another caſc, /f 1 ſhould fit to count them, thry a"e more then can bt 
wwmbred. 2. Becauſe the recapitulation of his providences had been 
largely and wiſely held forth in the Sermon that day, in an alluſion 
co the ſtatc of, and diſpenſations towards the Iſraclites ( the onely 
paral'el to Gods dealings with us, that he knew in the world) in 
bringing them out of Egypt through a wilderneſſe rowards their 
place of reſt. 3 Becauſe the end ot that meeting was healing , and 
the remembring of former 'tranſactions particularly might ſer the 
wounds freſh a bleeding ; and if this day proves ner « day of hecal- 
eg, what ſhall we do? bur if it be the mind of God ( which alone 
mult make it healing) co put it into their hearts, then it would be 
ſuch a 6ay as generations to come would bieſſe them for ir. 

He added, that be might with humblencfſe towards God,and mo- 

dcſty before them, ſay ſomething in behalf of it; It 
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It hath endexvoured to reform the Laws, and for that end hath 
joxned perſoris ( without ref] Rion upon any ) of as grear ability 
and integrity as any other,to confider kow the Laws might be made 
plain, ſhort ard cafie, which may in due time be tendred, It hath 
taken care to put into {:ats of jultice, men cf the moſt known inre« 
grity and avilicy. The Chancery hath been reformed and ( he hoped ) 
© the juſt ſatisfaRtion of all good men. Jt hath put a ſtop. to 
that heady way, for every man that will,to make himſcif a Preacher , 
having endeavoured co icttle a way for app:obation of men of Fie- 
ty and ficnels for che work,)and the buſineſs committed to truſty 
p*r[0n,burh of the Presbyterian and Independent judgments men of 
a5 know ability and integrity, 2s ( ke ſuppoſeth ) any the Nation 
hath, and who ( he believes ) have laborsd to approve themſelves 
to God and their own conſciences; in approving men to thay great 
FunQtion, It hath taken care to cxpunge men vufit for that work, 

who hath been the common ſcorn and reproach of that adminiſtrs- 
tion. One thing more, it hath been inftrumental to call a free Par- 
liament; bleſſed be God we ſce here this day « free Parliament; and 
that it may continue ſo, he hopes is inthe heart of eycry good man of 
England; and hee added, That for his own part, as he had defired ix 
above his life, ſo to keep it free, he ſhould value itabove his life. 
Having thus iaſtanced in the Wars wherein we were plunged, and 
the little afſurance from neighbors abroad, he proceeded to ſhew 
that a Peace is made with Swedes ( wherein an honourable perſon 
was inſtrumental ) it being of much importance to have 8 good un- 
derkanding with our Proteſtant neighbors; A Peace is alſo made 
wich the D axe; and 2 pence theres that is honourable, and to the 
ſatisfaction of the Merchants. The Soxnd is open te ns, from 
Wbence as from a Fountain, our Naval proviſions are ſupplied. That 
a Peace is made with the Dwrch (which is ſo wel known in the conſe» 
quences of it.) He ſet forth the advantage of a good underftanding 
with Pcoteſtant States, And he begged that it might be in the Parlia- 
ments kearts to be zealous of the Proteſtant Intereſt abroad, which 
if ever it be like to come under a condition of ſuffering, it is now, 
many of them being baniſhed and driven to ſeek refuge among ftran- 
pers.
